The Hawaiian Treaty Will Be Sent 
to the Senate Today. 


‘The Commissioners Do Not Want Its 
3 Contents Made Known. 


An Almost Unanimous Feeling in Favor 
of Annexation—Minister Stevens's 
Action Approved—The Queen’s 
Representatives.

Wasutneton, Feb. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The understanding to. 
night is that atreaty providing for the 
annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
will be sent to the Senate tomorrow, 
although it is not beyond possibility 
that its transmission may be delayed. 

The treaty, itis said, is not a yery 
long document, and covers the subject 
matter only so far as it is necessary to 
secure the object sought with as little 
delay as possible. A well-informed 
authority says the treaty containsa 
provision forreference to the provi- 
sional government of Hawaii. after its 
ratification by the United States 
Senate, to be returned to this coun- 
try with the approval of the Ha- 
waiian goveroment within two months 
after its arrival in Honolulu. Then, 
upon receipt of the treaty, if Congress 
should be in session, or as soon there- 
after as Congress convenes, legislation 
will be necessary to provide a form of 
vovernment forthe new territory and 
carry out the financial obligations. im- 
posed by the treaty. It contains no 
reference to sugar bounty at all. It 
will be transmitted to the Senate, ac- 
companied by a message from the 
President, who, it is said, will cover 
the historic features of the annexation 
movement from the beginning, fifty 
years ago, and makea strong argument 
in favor of annexation. 

DIPLOMACY ‘OF THE HAWAIIANS, 

The Hawaiian annexation commis- 
sioners visited the Secretary of State 
today, but nothing of importance oc- 
curred. It is understood the commis- 
sioners are anxious that‘the annexation | 


today, their reason being that ifs text 
or substance might become public be- 
fore the sailing of the steamer from 


TSan Francisco tomorrow for Honolulu, 


and might thus be received by the Ha- 
waiian people in an incorrect form. 
The commissioners wish to take the 
treaty to Honolulu themselves, so they 
may be on the ground to defend its pro- 
visions and assist in its adoption by the 
new government. Their fears that: it 
would go to Congress today, however, 
were set at rest by information im- 
parted to them officially that the treaty 
would not be transmitted before the 
sailing of the steamer from San Fran- 
cisco. 


Unanimous In its Favor. 

New York, Feb. 14.—Under a Wash- 
ington date the Tribune says there is 
reason for believing, so far as the exec- 
utive branch of the Government is con- 
cerned, that the negotiations for the 
annexation of Hawaii are about to be, 
if, indeed, they have not already been, 
concluded. The proposed meeting to- 
day of the Secretary of State and the 
Hawaiian commissioners did not take 
place, owing to the fact that Secretary 
Foster desired to attend .a meeting of 
the American members of the Mone-

WasHINeToN, Feb. 14.—[By the As- 
sociated Press. ] Secretary Fosteg, this 
afternoon telegraphed to Minister 
Stevens at Honolulu the approval of 
his action in affirmatively responding 
to the request of the _ provisional 
government of Hawaii for the estab- 
lishment of a protectorate over the 
islands, pending negotiations for the 
annexation of the islands to the United 
States. Instructions for the guidance 
of his future actions were included in 
the telegram. These instructions will 
leave ban Franciscg for Honolulu to- 
morrow by the steamer Australia, 


The Ex-Queen's Representatives 
Denver (Colo.,) Feb. 14.—The Ha- 
waiian commission, representing the 
deposed Queen, arrived in, Denver to- 
day.

looking toward annexation until there 
were radical changes made’ in the 
form of government. While many 


| plans for bringing about the desired 


change from a constitutional monarchy 
were discussed, nothing definite was 
agreed upon. 

“At one time it appeared as if the 
Queen would copsent to change the 
form of governm@t, provided she and 
other members of the royal family could 
be liberally pensioned. She was badly 
advised when she on the 14th of Jan- 
uary so far forgot ber oath of office as 
to resort. to unconstitutional methods, 
and declared she would promulgate a 
new constitution. I cannot but think 
her advisers disloyal to her and 
had in view conditions which followed 
so closely. The Queen became a revo- 
lutionist, and had she not been checked 


and dethroned she would have made 


herself absolute, and commercial inter- 
ests and all foreign interests would have 
been jeopardized.

Disgraceful Row Among Kansas Leg- 
_Aslators in Topeka. _ 


The Populist Clerk-of the House Arrested 
for Contempt and is With Diffi- 
calty Rescued by His 
Friends. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Topeka (Kan.,) Feb. 14. = the As- 
sociated Press.| This afternoon, by 
order of the Republican House, B. C. 
Rich, clerk ofethe Populist House, was 
arrested in a restaurant by the ser- 
geant-at-arms of the Republican House, 
ona charge of contempt of court. The 
Populists at once rallied and forcibly 
released-him and escorted him to the 
Governar’s office. 

During the conflict two Republicans 
were knocked down and several men on 
each side were badlv bruised by blows 
of fists. The encounter occurred in the 
very center of the city and created the 
greatest excitement. Later Rich was 
triumphantly escorte 
the House of Representatives, his wife 
holding one arm and Representative 
Wadsworth of Atchison the other. His 
appearance in the hall was greeted with 
cheers and clapping of hands. 

Speaker Dunsmore, in calling the 
House tO order, referred to the street 
encounter, laying all the blame on the 
Republican House and defending the 
course of the Populites. After the roll 
was called the following preamble 
resolutions were adopted: 


WHEREAS, an attempt has been made 1 
arrest the chief clerk of this House by an 


organized mob calling themselves the Re- 


publican House of Representatives, but 
which we believe in reality to be the Santa 
Fé Railroad, therefore be it 

Resolved, that we, the regularly organ- 
ized and constitutional House of Repre- 
sentatives, proclaim to the State of Kansas 
that the mob was foiled and our flag is still 
there. 

Later the Republicans swore out war- 
rants before Justice Chesney, charging 
Representative Ryan and Reading 
Clerk S. M. Scott with assault and bat- 
tery. The constable appeared in the 
hall to arrest them. Ryan consulted 
with his friends and announced he 
would neither go with the constable 
The 


make the arrests even if he had to sum- 
mon a posse. The constable, find- 
ing that any attempt to make an 
arrest while such great’ excite- 
ment prevailed might precipitate 
serious trouble, made no attempt to 
serve the warrant, and wil! not until 
tomorrow, and may not then, unless the 
situation calms down materially. Re- 
publicans, however, are determined to 
effect the arrest of the Populist clerk, 
Rich, and the Populists are determined 
to defend him against arrest.” Speaker 
Douglass this afternoon issued a call 
for volunteers to serve as assistant 
sergeants-at-arms to aid the sergeant- 
at-arms in affecting Rich’s arrest. At 
10 o’clock tonight 150 men had re- 
sponded and taken the oath of office. 
Populist Speaker Dunsmore swore in 
twenty assistant sergeants to act as 
body guards for Chief Clerk Rich. If 
trouble results the government = an- 
nounces its intention of calling out the 
militia to disperse the Republican mob 
and maintain peace.
